Y FIRST step upon arriving at 
Tonopah was to meet the phy- 
sicians and Inform them of the 


purpose of my visit. There are about 
twelve of them who, with one or two 
exceptions, are of a quality which will 
favorably compare with 
the 
same 


number In any metropolitan city. They 
are up to date In theory and practice. 
Among them, however, there are one 
•r two, according to the Information 
I received from the others In a body. 
who must be held responsible for the 
fact that the public at large became 
Impressed with the Idea that there was 
an epidemic of a mysterious kind con- 
stantly increasing in virulence and for 
which they were unable to either find 
a diagnosis or a remedy. This same 
body of men told me of operations that 
had been performed in connection with 
thl» disease which had been unsuccess- 
ful, also of having stated to the public 
at large that the key to this whole 
trouble was to be found In certain 
conditions appertaining to the hand- 
ling of meat at the slaughter house 
and In cold storage. 


CITIZENS WERE NEGLIGENT 
It also appears that It was an omis- 


sion on the part of the leading citizens 
of not getting together and frankly 
admitting to the outside world Ju*t 
what the^trouble was. I was very 
cordially received by all the physi- 
cians ami was shown by them about 
twenty cases presenting the various 
stages of the disease, 
winding 
up 


with one autopsy. 


THE FIRST SYMPTOMS. 


The first symptoms of this trouble 


Is a decided chill, the temperature goes 
up to 104 or 105. some pain at the base 
of the lung, but not of the degree nor 


In the locality In which you would 
expect to get It in lobar pneumonia. 
There la great difficulty In breathing 
from the first, with a tense fast pulse, 
anxious pinched features. 
A bright 


red expectoration, almost 
suggesting 


an arterial hemorrhage 
takes place, 


quite different again from some cases 
that show more the prune Juice char- 
acter of expectoration. 
Some 
few 


cases 
have 
from this Juncture on 


proceeded to convalescence In seven 
days. 
I spoke to two such patients 


myself. Others go from bad to worse, 
showing now the symptoms of 
pus 


poisoning, particularly affecting 
the 


nervous systems that drive and check 
the heart. 
With a pulse of 120 and 


temperature of only 99 an 
engorge- 


ment of the entire return circulation, 
they 
become 
blue, 
profuse 
cold, 


clammy sweat gathering, they present 
to thesaverage layman's eye the ter- 
rible picture of "black death," whlk» 
In fact It Is simply the mechanical dis- 
turbances In the relation of the outgo- 
Ing and returning blood due to this 
pus poison. 
Here, then, !s the 
ex- 


planation of the enlarged black liver 
talked of so much. It enlarges from 
receiving more blood than It can send 


who die In the environments of Tono- 
pah. 


IS TONOPAH AT FAULT? 


Among these Is another case who 


took sick at Goldfleld, going to Tono- 
pah for treatment. That people should 
contract this trouble thirty and nine- 
ty miles out on the desert, Isolated as 
they were, 
without 
the 
possibility 


either of contagion or Infection, makes 
one seriously reflect whether all theae 
unsanitary 
conditions 
of 
Tonopah 


have more than an Indirect bearing 
upon the subject. 


21 DEATHS IN 16 DAYS 


During the sixteen days of 
April 


there were twenty-one deaths, with all 
the Indications of better conditions for 
the balance of this month. The au- 
topsy which I witnessed left absolutely 
no doubt as to the causes of death. 
The covering of the lung, the pleura, 
was found to be covered jvlth a tena- 
cious yellow, greenish mass of pus, In 
some places one-eighth of an Inch 
thick. 
The 
pleuro sack 
contained 


about one pint of liquid pus. 
The 


working tissues of the lung were com- 
paratively 
little 
affected, 
showing 


signs of venous congestion, but no 
solidification. 
A condition very simi- 


lar was found In the sac around the 
heart and Its cover, while the heart 
muscle Itself was coffee brown, thin- 
ned out and the left cavity of the 
heart was filled with a large clot of 
blood. 
These are the classical signs 


and effects of pus poisoning, such as 


you an> apt to get secondarily In any 
Infectious disease. 


LIVKR OF ABNORMAL. SIZE 


The fcldneys were engorged and en- 


larged." still more so the liver, this 
organ bejng about three 
times Its 


normal sl»e, but on 
cross 
section 


showed no signs of abscess, pussy con- 
dition, not even the first stages of an 
inanimation, indicating that the en- 
largement was an acute one .and more 
of a mechanical nature. 


During life this man had been a 


notorious Inebriate, as all the organs 
Indicated, and he had been sick a 
week without calling a doctor. 


VITALITY AT FAULT. 


I learned It to be a fact that those 


attacked by this disease have Invar- 
iably been In a state of lowered vital- 
ity from various causes, such as living 
In 
unsanitary 
surroundings, 
people 


who have no home, but lay around In 
low grade saloons, or In 
other in- 


stances, miner* who had worked hard 
all day, getting Into a 
perspiration, 


then going out Into the cold night, 
contracting a cold, followed from In- 
fection with pus* making organisms. 


Even the few of the better classes 


who died were, while living In better 
surroundings, men who had 
worked 


too hard, keeping late hours, 
em- 


ployed In stores where sunlight and 
fresh air are wanting.

Now. 
considering that Toropah has 


a population of between 4000 and 6000. 
the difference between the two figures 
being the floating element, and con- 
sidering the severity of the type of 
disease as above described, and fur- 
thermore considering all the 
condi- 


tions to be-mentioned below, the fol- 
lowing death rate, while In Itself per- 
haps large, seems relatively light. The 
following table, copied from the offi- 
cial records, about which there can 
be no doubt:

BEGINNING OF EPIDEMIC 


During January and February they 


had the typical dry winter weather at 
Tonopah, while In March, when the 
weather became milder there was some

deaths. 
In addition to these 
there 


were three deaths from operations and 
one from smallpox. Among these sev- 
enteen cases there was one case which 
came In deathly sick from a distance 
of thirty miles and another died nlnetj 
miles out of town, his

In looking around the town from 


one end to the other, carefully Inspect- 
ing all the surroundings, taking due 
notice of the filth which naturally ac- 
cumulates where there is no sewer- 
age, and a dormant health 
depart- 


ment, I cannot help but say that as a 
whole conditions are no worse than 
I have seen them In the tenement dis- 
tricts of New York City. Of course It 
depends upon the point of view that 
you will take. 
A man used to the 


luxuries of life, 
living on dainties, 


would consider these conditions 
sim- 


ply horrible, but the man who Is train- 
ing to acquire a fortune, three hun- 
dred miles away from civilization Js 
supposed to bring along a constitu- 
tion and a state of mind that after 
looking over Tonopah as I found it. 
he would say, "This Is a pretty fair 
town." 


SANITATION NOT THE CAUSE. 
If the garbage which is now being 


removed and the vaults which are be- 
ing cleansed of their contents were 
the source of this epidemic you would 
be bound to have primarily distur- 
bances of the digestive tract. 
There 


would be diarrhoea, typholdal condi- 
tions, with vomiting, headaches and 
billious disturbances, and the enlarged 
liver would not simply show to be a 
passive congestion, but perhaps an 
inflammation. 
If there was anything 


in the theory of meat infection 
you 


would have the same thing. 
In my 


humble opinion we are dealing with n 
mixed infection transmitted by the air 
into the respiratory tracts, sometimes 
producing a condition more like the 
common lobar pneumonia, or In other 
cases this severer form 
of 
pleuro 


pneumonia as we find it now at an 
elevation of 6200 feet 
differing 
in 


symptoms and modified 
by 
various 


secondary complications, according to 
the vlrulency of the Infection and its 
type. 


THE EASY VICTIMS. 


During the middle of the day you 


would be uncorfortable wearing an 
overcoat in Tonopnh. 
At night and 


in the early morning it Is extremely 
chilly. 
There Is an Immense amount 


of alkali dust. In itself a lung irritant, 
continuously stirred up 
by 
vehicles. 


Take these things Into consideration 
as predisposing factors for lung trou- 
bles. There is many a man who spends 
his nights at the gambling table in- 
stead of being In bed. 
Another, who 


drinks whiskey by the^ quart after a 
day's exhausting work, instead of eat- 
ing a square meal. 
There are very 


few who wear clothing during the cold 
nlghta differing from that worn dur- 
ing the warm day. 
There are many 


whose bed Is the sidewalk, and who do 
not take a bath from one year's end 
to the other. 
Such, however, nre the 


element;* naturally to be found In n 
mining camp, and we should not won- 
der at the consequences, lowered re- 
sistance to disease, inability to flght 
off the enemies of life makes them 
an easy victim of the flr«»t attack of 
any disease producing organism.

ternally everything that could be sug- 
gested by the keenest 
theraputists.

at the outset and were better equip- 
ped with hospitals and nurses. .

The trouble Is now evidently grow- 


ing less from day to day, and I «ay 
to those who contemplate going to 
Tonopah that if they go there in a 
robust state of health, willing to live 
right, not dissipate, to spend no more 
energy than what they can replace, 
who will not live In dugouts or over- 
crowded hotels, who will 
eat plain 


food and be out of doors most of their 
time, they are as safe there as they 
would be anywhere on earth. 
The 


underfed and the overfed, the over- 
worked and the aged, should stay 
away. Don't blame the camp for the 
folly of men exposing themselves and 
lowering their vitality while they live 
there. 
Not a single child* has died, 


and only one woman, during all these 
months. 


CITIZENS WORKING TOGETHER. 
The cltUens of Tonopah are 
now 


getting together, meeting every night 
at the Mixpah Club. They not only 
contemplate but 
execute 
all 
such 


means as will cleanse the town. I do 
not believe that this will have any 
direct bearing upon the present dis- 
ease, but will surely prove a blessing 
during the coming summer In keeping 
out enteric diseases of all kinds. 


HEALTH OFFICERS DILATORY. 
There are some sporadic cases of 


smallpox, at present In a mild type, 
that the health officer* are not prop- 
ertly taking care of, nor are they at- 
tempting 
an 
effective 
quarantine. 


Vaccination is indicated for every one 
going into the camp. 
During my Investigations I had the 


pleasure of meeting Dr. Garrett I* 
Kogan of Los Angeles, California, who 
had practiced fifteen years in Mon- 
tana mining camps and had seen simi- 
lar epidemics. He told me that this 
epidemic at Tonopah should be classi- 
fied as a mild type. He Is not interest- 
ed In any way, being a visitor in Ton- 
opah for the purpose of making In- 
vestigations to be published in scien- 
tific Journals. He will occupy a pro- 
fessorship in the medical college of 
Los Angeles this fall, and I know 
ranks high as a scientist as well as a 
practical physician. 
I explained to him I was reporting 


for The Journal and he kindly offered 
me over his signature the following 
synopsis of his Intended paper 
for 


publication in The Journal: 


DR. HOG AN'S OPINION. 


"Tne situation may be summed up 


in a very few words. The disease is 
essentially pleuro pneumonia, due to 
streptococci and Btaphylococcl Infec- 
tion, invading the pleural cavity and 
pericardium. Death occurs from sep- 
ticaemia, or more strictly speaking, 
from heart failure from auto-lntoxlca- 
tlon. 
Careful study of many cases 


convinced me that the lowered vital- 
ity, resulting from alcoholic excesses, 
poorly ventilated cabins, general un- 
sanitary environment, etc.. 
wau un- 


questionably responsible for the high 
death rate, through failure of the bodv 
to resist germ invasion. 
"Persons In good health and follow- 


ing good habits need hav* little fear 
of contracting this disease, the Infec- 
tiousness of which has been greatly 
exaggerated 
through Ignorance and 


fright." 


DOES NOT FEAR CRITICISM. 
In accepting the commission of The 


Journal to go to Tonopah and report 
Its condition. I knew I would be criti- 
cised In certain quarters for placing 
before laymen a report that should be 
rendered to a medical Journal only and 
In precise scientific form. I herewith 
cheerfully accept this criticism as long 
as I may feel to have done some little 
Kood to somebody. 
I have nothing but praise and appre- 


ciation to express for the treatment 
and courtesies I received at the hands 
of the professional men of Tonopah, 
as well as to Dr. Lee, the state com- 
missioner, who was with me during 
my Investigations In the camp.
